A trusted employee who ma¬ 
nipulated her son into help¬ 
ing her mastermind an 
armed robbery at PC World 
Kingston has been jailed for 
seven years. 

Assistant manager Mina 
Bradley pressured her son, 
Anthony Bradley, also an 
employee, into finding gun¬ 
men to rob the Fife Road 
store on January 16 in an 
error-strewn raid. 

Kingston Crown Court 
heard how Anthony 
Bradley, 22, handed three 
years for his role, suc-

cumbed to “mummy pres¬ 
sure”, recruiting Michael 
Ward, 20, sentenced to five 
years, and another unidenti¬ 
fied accomplice. 

When they were arrested, 
Ward and Anthony Bradley 
admitted their guilt but the 
mother-of-three continued 
to deny involvement in the 
raid, until she realised her 
son planned to testify 
against her. 

Recorder James Roberts 


said it was “regrettable in 
the extreme” that Bradley 
had involved her son, de¬ 
scribing her as the “chief in¬ 
stigator and planner”. 

Handing the prison term to 
Mina Bradley, of Marion 
Court, Robin Hood Way, Sut¬ 
ton, on Friday, October 19, 
Mr Roberts said: “You used 
your trusted position at this 
shop to steal a large sum of 
money, putting staff mem¬ 
bers, to whom you owed a 
duty of care, through a 
dreadful experience. 

“They are the real victims 


of this crime, who, not 
knowing this was an inside 
job, believed their lives were 
at risk.” 

The court heard how Mina 
Bradley handed over securi¬ 
ty information to the rob¬ 
bers including when the 
store was holding the most 
cash, as well using her influ¬ 
ence to change staff rotas on 
the day of the raid. 

The duo threatened staff 
with an imitation Uzi sub¬ 
machine gun, making off 
with nearly £38,000 in cash, 
then fled the scene separate¬ 


ly having argued over 
whether to steal laptops. 

Ward, described as “not a 
deep thinker” was spotted 
dumping robbery gear with 
traces of his DNA in a skip. 

He was caught four days 
later trying to leave Holy- 
head ferry port in Wales to 
get to his native Ireland. 

The other man involved is 
believed to have most of the 
money.

He said: “It was a confusing 
situation because Jonathan 
was holding on to the bags 
trying to stop the two women 
stealing. 

“The man thought the 


women were in danger and 
punched him to try to protect 
them.” 

A shop worker who asked 
not to be named said the 
manager took a nasty blow to 
the head, and was not expect¬ 
ed back at work for a while. 

A Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice spokesman said the 
passerby may still face 
assault charges despite 
his well-intentioned 

intervention. 

She said: “Our first job is to 
establish whether a crime 
has been committed and then 
we would follow the public 


interest test and the context 
of the attack before deciding 
whether to proceed.” 

A spokeswoman for London 
Ambulance Service con¬ 
firmed the manager was 
taken to hospital with head 
injuries, though could not 
say if he had been released. 

A spokeswoman from 
Iceland head office said: “As 
far as we know this was a 
very serious incident with 
our shopkeeper being taken 
away in an ambulance and 
another man being taken 
away by police. 

“This is now a police mat¬ 


ter and we continue to help 
them with their inquiries.” 

Two people are still being 
sought for the theft. 

One man has been arrested 
for an alleged assault, which 
occurred in the car park, fol¬ 
lowing the theft. He was 
bailed pending further 
inquiries. 

It is believed a number of 
shoppers were in the car 
park when the assault took 
place.

Nurses at Aspen Veterinary 
Surgery reported the shocking 
incident to police after the ani¬ 
mal was brought into the Ewell 
Road surgery on October 4. 

Head vet Peter Melville 
agreed it was most likely Alex 
had died from wounds inflicted 


by a human. 

He said: “I was not at the 
surgery, but the nurses said 
the cut was far too clean along 
the neck and tail to have been 
done by another animal. 

“Whether the cat was dead 
and someone sick decided to do 
this or whether or not it was 
alive at the time we just do not 
know. The only thing I can say 
is I hope this is a one-off, but if 
anyone has seen any more 
cases like this to report it to the 
police.”

Fight the fungus 


Almost half of the cover of the Isabella 
Plantation in Richmond Park will be re¬ 
moved over the next five years. 

About 40 per cent of the Isabella Plan¬ 
tation is covered with rhododendron 
ponticum, a non-native and invasive va¬ 
riety of rhododendron introduced by the 
Victorians. 

This cover has expanded over the 
years, blocking light out and trapping 
air, creating a warm and humid environ¬ 
ment in which pests and diseases can 
breed. 

A significant fear is that the Isabella 
Plantation will become infected by a fun¬ 
gal pathogen known as sudden oak 
death. 

If it does it could quickly spread 
through its valuable plant collection. 

Removal has already begun, and is 
being carried out partly by machine and 
partly with the help of volunteers from 
Friends of Richmond Park and the local 
community. 

These include young people from local 
schools and youth groups, as part of the 
Challenge Network, who have been help¬ 
ing with the clearing process. 

Hannah Pritchard, partnership and 
community engagement officer for the 
Royal Parks, said: “It is great to have so 
many young people here helping and 
learning about how the parks are 
maintained.”

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Boundary shake-up will reduce MP numbers 


‘A chance to have fun’ 


Kingston and Surbiton’s 
MP will gain north 
Kingston, but lose New 
Malden and Old Malden at 
the next general election 
under new proposals. 

The news conies after the 
Boundary Commission’s 
final proposals for 
new constituencies were 
released. 

Although the Liberal 
Democrats indicated they 
may block the changes, 
they would be part of 
the biggest shake-up in a 


quarter of a century reduc¬ 
ing the number of MPs in 
Parliament. 

They would move Can- 
bury and Tudor wards 
from the Richmond Park 
ward back into Kingston. 

If re-elected Kingston and 
Surbiton MP Edward 
Davey would lose St James 
and Old Malden to a new 
combined ward of Sutton 
and Cheam, currently held 
by Liberal Democrat MP 
Paul Burstow. 

Beverley ward would also 


be shifted into a New 
Malden and Wimbledon 
seat, along with Coombe 
Hill and Coombe Vale, 
which are held by 
Richmond Park MP Zac 
Goldsmith. 

The current holder of the 
Wimbledon seat is Tory 
Stephen Hammond. 

Mr Goldsmith said: 
“Boundary changes are 
rarely welcomed by 
constituency MPs because 
they involve losing connec¬ 
tions with local people and 


causes. I am naturally 
disappointed the proposals 
involve the removal of 
north Kingston. That said, 
my role is to represent the 
existing constituency, and 
until the next election, that 
is what I will do.” 

Mr Goldsmith could go 
head to head with Twicken¬ 
ham MP Vince Cable at the 
next general election and 
fight for a new constituen¬ 
cy under the proposals, 
which MPs are due to vote 
on in 2013. 


Young people have been re¬ 
warded with a new youth club 
in New Malden. 

The social club was set up 
exclusively for members of 
Kingston Youth Council, 
Kingston Cared for and Fos¬ 
tered Council and YU online 
magazine. 

The invitation-only club 
runs at the Fountain Youth 
Centre, in Kingston Road, 
and aims to give young people 
a break from their hard work 
on the councils. 

The club takes place every 


month and the second session 
was held on October 16, when 
Councillor Patricia Bamford 
joined young people. 

Youth participation worker 
Francis Taylor said: “The na¬ 
ture of those three projects is 
pretty much work, so we 
wanted to give them the 
chance to have fun. It is great 
to see them in a different 
light, enjoying themselves.” 

The youth centre has a foot¬ 
ball table, table tennis, a 
Playstation, pool table, out¬ 
door space and a kitchen.

A woman has paid tribute to 
a plucky pensioner who 
helped to fend off armed 
gunmen trying to rob a post 
office. 

Manager Birgit Clark said 
the elderly woman inter¬ 
vened when two masked men 
tried to rob the store in 
Alexandra Drive, Berry- 
lands, on September 14. 

She said the woman, who is 
a regular customer, shouted 
at the robbers demanding 
they leave, eventually help¬ 
ing to scare them off. 

Mrs Clark said she did not 
get a look at the two men be¬ 
cause she was pistol-whipped 
on the head from behind, but 
said with the help of her 
“bodyguard” she recovered 
in time to stop the pair mak¬ 
ing off with any cash. 

Mrs Clark, originally from 
Germany, was taken to 
hospital with minor injuries 
but said she was back to 
work the following morning. 

She said: “When the two 
guys came she just was not 
having it. I don’t think she 
realised how brave she had 


been. There are not a lot of 
people who would have had 
the courage to do that. She 
was absolutely brilliant, fan¬ 
tastic. I am so grateful. 

“I just hope they catch 


them now.” 

She said that she had been 
“overwhelmed” by the kind¬ 
ness and support shown by 
the people in Berrylands 
since the attack. 


She has also received a visit 
from Kingston and Surbiton 
MP Edward Davey who of¬ 
fered his support. 

She said: “It is simply mar¬ 
vellous to know that people 
really care about one anoth¬ 
er round here. 

“I have had chocolate, let¬ 
ters, flowers, cards from 
young children hoping I get 
better. 

“I just want to say how 
much I appreciate all that ev¬ 
eryone has done for me since 
those two guys came in here. 

“It just goes to show what a 
wonderful community there 
is in Berrylands.” 

After the robbery, the post¬ 
master, who this week is sup¬ 
porting Children in Need 
with a Pudsey Bear competi¬ 
tion, was described as a pop¬ 
ular member of the Berry¬ 
lands community with shock 
over what had happened to 
her.

A Swedish company is inter¬ 
ested in running a new prima¬ 
ry free school in Kingston.

The DfE could ap¬ 
prove more than one proposal, 
but parents can only sign up 
and show their support to one.

Council puts brakes 
on bike legacy ideas 


Kingston Council will not be im¬ 
plementing many of the sugges¬ 
tions put forward by a cycling 
group hoping to continue the 
Olympic legacy in the borough. 

Jon Fray from Kingston Cyclists 
suggested ways to spread cycling 
and keep cyclists safe. 

He called for a continuous cy¬ 
cling lane along Portsmouth 
Road, which goes through 
Kingston, Surbiton, Esher, Cob- 
ham and up to Thames Ditton, as 
well as improvements at the junc¬ 
tion with South Lane. 

But Kingston Council said that 
with no recorded injury accidents 
in the past five years, no action to 
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tighten the junction could be 
justified. 

The council also stated the ex¬ 
isting cycle lane in Portsmouth 
Road was as continuous as it 
could be and dismissed extending 
it. 

Mr Fray said: “I think this 
shows a lack of understanding 
from the council. 

“We don’t understand why 
someone has to get hurt before it 
does something about it. It needs 
to do something when people feel 
vulnerable.” 


Mr Fray had also suggested 
sponsoring Kingston Junior Cy¬ 
cling Club or putting money into 
creating a new club elsewhere in 
the borough. 

But the council said it had al¬ 
ready spent £1,500 sponsoring the 
Junior Cycle Club Schools Cycle 
Challenge event last summer 
with money that came from a 
Transport for London allocation 
for the Olympic legacy. 

The council did say there would 
be an increased number of bike 
racks in the town centre and the 
unnecessary bump outside the 
TK Maxx store would be lowered, 
as asked for by Mr Fray.

Treatment ‘shocking’ 


A woman is planning legal action 
over claims her mentally ill moth¬ 
er was given electric-shock thera¬ 
py at Tolworth Hospital without 
permission. 

Khadija Rahman said she was 
furious over care received by her 
relative during two stays at Lilacs 
ward in the past two years. 

Her mother was first admitted in 
the summer of 2011, having had 
psychotic depression diagnosed. 

During that time the New 
Malden resident would visit and 
bathe and feed her mother, as 
she said she often found her 
wearing dirty clothing and was 
malnourished. 

During a second stay, Miss Rah¬ 
man said the trust went ahead 
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with electroshock therapy with¬ 
out consent from either the family 
or patient, and then ignored pleas 
to stop the treatment. 

Requests to have her Muslim 
mother looked after only by fe¬ 
male nurses were also ignored, 
she claimed, meaning she was un¬ 
willing to come out of her room, 
and had less time outside during 
breaks. 

Miss Rahman has complained to 
health watchdog the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) after concerns 
raised to the trust in 2011 fell on 
deaf ears, and now plans to 
launch a lawsuit against the trust. 


She said: “It was just appalling, 
sub-human, not something you 
would expect from a first world 
country.” 

A spokesman for South West 
London and St George’s Mental 
Health Trust, which runs Tol¬ 
worth Hospital, declined to an¬ 
swer questions about Miss 
Rahman’s mother’s care. 

In a letter in response to the lat¬ 
est complaint made by Miss Rah¬ 
man, the hospital said it went 
ahead with electro-shock treat¬ 
ment without consulting the fami¬ 
ly because doctors had 
“significant concerns” over Mrs 
Rahman’s mental health.

Walk-in clinic ‘failed 


to meet expectation’ 


The former chief executive of NHS 
Kingston has admitted a clinic 
with walk-in services in Hook 
has not performed as well as 
expected. 

David Smith, now chief officer at 
Kingston Clinical Commissioning 
Group, spoke at the first patient 
forum in the borough. 

He said the walk-in Gosbury Hill 
Clinic had been forced on the bor¬ 
ough by the previous Government 
and had not been a success so far 
since it opened in August 2010. 

Colin Dance, chairman of the Or¬ 
chard Patient Participation Group, 
which is next door, said: “It is

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frustrating for the residents who 
told him all along it would not 
work. It has been a waste of money 
and a total disaster.” 

A Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest revealed the clinic sees up to 
800 people in a week on average, 
has 925 registered patients and has 
seen 14,013 walk-in patients. 

A spokeswoman for NHS 
Kingston said: “The clinic only 
opened recently but uptake is in¬ 
creasing and we know people bene¬ 
fit from the additional services it 


offers. We will be reviewing perfor¬ 
mance to ensure we put in place 
the right services.” 

As the Kingston Guardian went 
to press it was awaiting internal re¬ 
ports into the effectiveness of the 
clinic after an August Freedom of 
Information request was delayed 
for a second time. 

Forum attendees also used the 
first quarterly event as an opportu¬ 
nity to quiz health officials on the 
NHS shake-up, which will see pri¬ 
mary care trusts phased out and 
Kingston Clinical Commissioning 
Group holding the budget for most 
healthcare services from April.

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Disabled people ‘will 
be hit hard’ by cuts

Hundreds of disabled people will 
lose their freedom, independence 
and will to live unless action is 
taken against cuts, campaigners 
have warned. 

Jane Young, from New Malden, 
is campaigning against Govern¬ 
ment cuts to disabled services, 
which she said will affect every 
disabled person in the borough if 
they come in next year. 

She said: “I don’t think there’s a 
disabled person in Kingston who 
can confidently say they won’t be 
affected, because there are so 
many things being cut. 

“The truth is everything’s not 
fine. It’s just awful. It’s desperate 
out there. In Kingston we are fair¬ 
ly sheltered from it, but we won’t 
be next year.” 

Cuts include a 20 per cent reduc¬ 
tion to disability living allowance 
and shift to a new benefit, called a 
personal independence payment 
that Miss Young said 500,000 peo¬ 
ple will not qualify for. 

The campaigner, who is a 
wheelchair-user, said 280,000 
fewer disabled people will qualify 
for the Motability scheme, herself 
possibly included. 

She said: “There are people who 
are very scared, some who barely

have enough to eat or who will 
lose their care and be completely 
housebound. 

“There’s an awful lot of fear, 
poverty, hardship and suicides.” 

The Government plans to stop 
the independent living fund, 
which supplements funding of in¬ 
dependent living support for 
19,000 of the most severely dis¬ 
abled people. 

Miss Young said the move will 
limit people’s independence 
and stop people fulfilling their 


potential, including Baroness 
Campbell of Surbiton who relies 
on the support to fulfil her role in 
the House of Lords. 

Miss Young, who suffers from 
an arthritic ailment known as 
spondylosis, is urging people to 
sign a petition calling on the Gov¬ 
ernment to assess the overall ef¬ 
fect of the cuts. 

She said: “The complexity and 
the different timings of all of 
them make it a complicated time 
and really scary for everyone. 

“The Government needs to look 
at assessing how the cumulative 
impact all of the different 
changes will affect people, rather 
than each individual one.” 

A spokesman for the Depart¬ 
ment for Work and Pensions said: 
“We are protecting the budget 
spent on disabled people, but we 
do want to make sure we get more 
support to those people who need 
it. 

“We also want the system to bet¬ 
ter help those people who want to 
work and with some extra help 
could do so. The new system will 
look at what you can do, not what 
you can’t.” 

The petition has more than 
50,000 signatures so far and will 
close on November 1.

Councils ‘cannot afford to buy 
prison land for school premises’

Hopes for a much-needed 
school in a prison on the bor¬ 
der of Richmond and 
Kingston have been dashed 
by councillors who admitted 
neither borough has enough 
money to buy the land. 

The Latchmere House site, 
which closed its open prison 
last year, is owned by the 
Ministry of Justice which 
plans to sell it on. 

Concerned residents at¬ 
tended a public meeting to 
discuss the future of the site 
last Wednesday evening. 

The possibility of a school 
was dismissed due to a lack 
of accessibility, but council¬ 
lors admitted they would not 
be able to afford to bid for the 
land. 

Nicola Smith, from 
Kingston Council, said: 
“There is no question about a 
need for a school, but the 
councils do not own this site 
therefore we can’t decide 
that it should be a school. 

“The site will be worth 
millions of pounds and as 
councils we just do not have 
the ability to purchase this 
land. That’s the reality of 


the situation.” 

Richmond Councillor 
David Williams said: “We can 
say to the Ministry of Justice 


you can have the most expen¬ 
sive park here, but it isn’t 
going to happen. 

“Something is going to be 


built here. 

“The site will be housing. 
There will be quite a hard 
case to be made that it could 


be anything other than hous¬ 
ing because the Ministry of 
Justice will take the highest 
bid. 

“That is the hardest con¬ 
straint we face.” 

The site cuts through both 
Richmond and Kingston, 
which means both boroughs 
will be involved in its plan¬ 
ning consultation process 
over the next few months as 
the bids come in. 

To date the councils have 
been unable to secure Latch¬ 
mere House as a listed build¬ 
ing despite many residents 
calling for the site’s heritage 
and green spaces to be 
retained. 

Morgan Reynolds, 81 and a 
grandfather-of-11, of Bain- 
bridge Close, Kingston, said: 
“I think they have already 
made a decision because it 
has been advertised as 
housing. 

“A school has not been con¬ 
sidered and I very much 
doubt it will be. 

“A school is quiet, does not 
open on weekends and has 
long holidays so the traffic 
is not as bad. I am 
disappointed.” 

The sale could be agreed by 
Easter next year. 


Eighteen 
months for 
new lights 

Street lights in a park that 
have been broken for at 
least two years may take 
another year-and-a-half 
to fix, a councillor has 
admitted. 

Councillor David Cun¬ 
ningham said at a Can- 
bury and Riverside 
Association meeting it 
may take another 18 
months to fix lights in 
Canbury Park Gardens, 
sparking concerns from 
residents over safety. 

Claire Haywood, 25, said 
she walked a longer route 
home avoiding Canbury 
gardens as she feared 
being attacked. 

She said: “Walking 

through the park at night 
in the pitch black is 
dangerous. 

“Sooner or later some¬ 
one will be attacked. 
Something must be done 
about the situation.” 

A spokesman for 
Kingston Council said a 
fault in the wiring meant 
the whole system needed 
to be replaced, at an esti¬ 
mated cost of £100,000. 

He said new lighting in 
the park had been includ¬ 
ed in a heritage lottery bid 
to pay for enhancement 
work at the gardens.

Fire service 
under threat 

One thing we all take for grant¬ 
ed is when there is a fire, fire 
engines arrive in good time. 

London response times from 
our fire service are something 
we should take pride in. 

Last year London-wide fig¬ 
ures showed on average the 
first fire engine got to an inci¬ 
dent in five minutes and 22 sec¬ 
onds, with the second engine 
arriving, on average, in six 
minutes and 35 seconds. 

Of course when a fire or seri¬ 
ous incident occurs every sec¬ 
ond counts. 

However, London’s fire ser¬ 
vice is under threat. Over the 
next two years £65m will be cut 
from the overall budget of the 
London Fire Service. 

Some back-office savings can 
be made, but no one seriously 
thinks savings can be made 
without getting rid of engines 
and closing stations. 

It is Boris Johnson alone who 
has set this arbitrary target, 
sadly without first taking any 
expert advice. You simply can¬ 
not cut London’s fire service to 
the extent he is proposing and 
maintain the current level of 
service we all rely on.

due to start in the next two weeks to 
provide an additional 1,500 to 2,000 
checks this year. 

A statement said: “It is unfortunate 
performance is judged more on the 
number of offers made rather than 
number of delivered checks.

2. This designation was made by the Authority on 20 September 2012, and a general 
approval made by the Secretary of State, pursuant Section 58 of the Act, effective from 
1 April 2010, applies to it. 

3. This designation shall come into force on 21 December 2012. 

AREA TO WHICH THE DESIGNATION APPLIES 

4. This designation shall apply to the whole of area of the Authority. 

APPLICATION OF THE DESIGNATION 

5. This designation applies to all HMOs within the area of the Authority: 

a. occupied by not less than five people who do not form a single 
household, irrespective of number of storeys in height; or 

b. that are three or more storeys in height and occupied by three or more 
unrelated individuals, with the exception of those described in paragraph 6. 

6. This designation shall not apply to any HMOs within the area of the Authority which 
comprises: 

a. a converted block of flats to which Section 257 of the Act applies; or 

b. residential accommodation to which Schedule 14 to the Act applies 

EFFECT OF DESIGNATION 

7. Every HMO to which this designation applies must be licensed under Part 2 of the Act 
unless: - 

a. a temporary exemption notice is in force in relation to it under Section 62 of 
the Act; or 

b. an interim or final management order is in force in relation to it under 

Chapter 1 of Part 4 of the Act. . »
